efcaped the notice of moft of our Antiquaries, 
muft needs be acceptable to the Curious.

Life, which he fpent in this country, and al- 
ledges very good reafons for not enlarging upon

For perhaps there is no language, 
in which one may not fay, that pot rams, that 
cask rus, though ’tis the liquor contained in 
it, that goes out. Pluzt in Latin is nothing 
elfe but p/uvia cadit, and tis properly an im- 
perfonal verb. As for the paffage quoted by 
him out of Quintjian, canaculum perpluit, 
that is, pluzt per cauaculum ; *tis true that 
Plautus ules it, as a neuter verb, tigna per- 
pluunt, bencfatta perpluant. But is this a fuf- 
ficient authority to change perfluo into per- 
pluo ¢ *Tis much more likely that Parimeno 
compares himfelf to a cask than to a houfe.

“ jice Learning, but alfo of wit, than that itch-

 beft Authors. Let an Editor correct by the 
“¢ by fome paflages, when the fenfe requires it ; 
¢ Jet him do it modeftly and cautioufly ; no 
“© body will wonder at it. But that he fhould, 
“ on fet purpofe, trample upon the authority 
“ of the moft correct Manufcripts, to intro-

Thus much for the Criticifms to be found in 
Mr. Hennebert’s Preface. I only perform the 
part of an Hiftorian in my account of this po- 
lemical Work. If Dr. Bentley fhould think fit 
to publifh an anfwer to thofe, who write againft 
his emendations, I fhall give an account of it 
with the fame. candor and impartiality. Not- 
withftanding the great complaints that are made 
again{t his corrections, I wifh, as I have alrea- 
dy faid in another place, he would give us an 
Edition of Plautus. His great learning, and 
uncommon fagacity, would doubtlefs enable him 
to make very good remarks upon that antient 
Poet, who fhould be carefully read by all thofe 
who Joye the Latin tongue. 
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The Readers may in fome meafure judge of 
this new Tranflation of Terence by the begin- 
ning of it.

ARTICLE XVI. 


A FURTHER Account of the fecond Vo- 
lume of Mr. ROLLIN’s Method of teach- 
ing and learning polite Literature. 
(The firft Account is to be feen a- 
bove, Art. I.) 


IT the remaining part of this Volume, the 
Author treats of the Eloquence of the Bar 
and the Pulpit, and of that of the holy Scrip- 
ture. He obferves that the rules he has hither- 
to prefcribed about Eloquence, being moft of 
them 
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them taken from Crcero and Quintilian, who ap. | 7 


plied themfelves chiefly to form Orators for the 
Bar, they might be fufficient for thofe young 
people, who aim at that honourable profeffion. 
Neverthelefs he has thought fit to add to them 
fome reflexions, whereby they may be directed 
in their way. He examines in the firft place 
what ftyle is proper tor the Bar, and what mo- 
dels ought to be followed. Afterwards he fhows 
what means may be ufed to qualify onefelf for 
pleading. Laftly, he has collected fome of the 
moft beautiful paffages in Quintilian, concern- 
ing the manners and the character of an Advo- 
cate. 
Dewiofthenes and Cicero, in the judgment of 
all the Learned, have moft excelled in the Elo- 
quence of the Bar ; and confequently their ftyle 
may be propofed to young people, as a model 
which they may fafely imitate. In order to it, 
they fhould be made fenfible of the character of 
that {tyle, and its differences : which can only 
be done by the reading and examination of 
the works of thofe two Orators. The works 
of Cicero are fufficiently known, being in every 
body’s hands. But it is not fo with the orati- 
ons of Demofibenes ; and in fuch a learned and 
polite Age as ours is, one may very well won- 
der, that Greece having always been accounted 
the firft and the moft perfect fchool of good 
tafte and eloquence, fo little care fhould be ta- 
ken, efpecially at the Bar, to confult the able 
matters it has produced in that kind. 

~ In order to enable young people, and others 
who don’t underftand Greek, to have fome no- 
tion of the ftyle of Demohenes, Mr. Rollin has 
inferted in this work many paffages out of the 
harangues of that Orator, and fome alfo out of

him, as they have been tranflated by Mr. De Zour- 
reil, whofe fecond tranflation is much more ela- 
borate and correct than the firft. °Tis a furpri- 
fing thing, that Mr. De Tourreil fhould have 
ufed many low expreflions in that Verfion, fome 
of which may be feen in a marginal Note of

cide la Tribune, &c. I repeat it again: I won- 
der that {uch a polite Writer as Mr. De Yourreit 
was, fhould have inferted fo many low expref- 
fions in his tranflation of Deioftheues. 

In the next place, Mr. Rollin gives us the 
judgment of the Antients and of fome modern 
Authors about the eloquence of Dewiofthenes, 
ZEfcbines and Cicero. ‘This is one of the moft 
valuable parts of his work ; and it will be read 
with great fatisfaction. I could not enlarge up- 
on it, without exceeding the bounds of an ex- 
tract. They who defire to have a true notion 
of the eloquence of thofe great Orators, muft 
have recourfe to this Book, and read alfo the 
account which Mr. Rollin gives of the educa- 
tion of Demoftbenes and Cicero, of the different 
exercifes whereby they qualified themfelves for 
pleading, and of thofe things which made their 
chief merit, and eftablifhed their reputation. 
The defign of this account is to fhow how 
young people may fit themfelves for the Bar, 
being directed by thofe two celebrated Orators.

1. Young people, who defign to appear at 
the Bar, ought to entertain a great notion of 
that employment. For though it raifes no body 
to the higheft pofts in the State, as it did for- 
merly at Athens and Rome, yet able Advocates 
are {till eminently diftinguifhed. Can any thing 
be more glorious for a mere private Man, than 
to fee his houfe frequented by perfons of the 
greateft Quality, and even by Princes, who 
come to him as to an Oracle, and pay their ho- 
mage to his learning and admirable talents, ac- 
knowledging that he has a fuperiority of ge- 
nius and prudence, which neither wealth nor 
grandeur can beftow ? Can there be a finer {pe- 
ctacle, than to fee a numerous Audience atten- 
tive to the difcourfe of an Advocate, who ma- 
nages fpeech with fo much art, that he charms 
the hearers, and has an abfolute power over 
their minds ? But not to infift upon that glory, 
which alone might be a frivolous motive, what 
a folid joy for a good Man to think that he has 
received from God a talent, which makes him 
the refuge of unhappy people, the protector of 
juftice, and enables him to defend the eftates, 
and the lives and honour of his fellow-crea- 
tures ! 

z. A young man ought to ufe his utmoft care 
to qualify himfelf for fuch an important employ- 
ment, in imitation of Demofthenes and Cicero. 
Tis true that a great genius is the firft and 
moft neceflary qualification of an Advocate ; 
but labour is very ufeful to him, and improves 
his mind. Cicero does very much infift upon 
this head, and declares that in point of elo- 
quence, the whole depends upon the labour, ap- 
plication and vigilance of the Orator.

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> 3. It were needlefs to fay that the knowledge 
of the laws, of the different cuftoms, and of 
‘the antient and new Jurifprudence, is properly 
4 the fcience of an Advocate, without which he 
cannot plead. 

| 4. The talent of fpeech, which makes an O- 
 yator, is not fufficiently minded : wit alone will 
not make one excel in it. Cicero had quite o- 
| / ther notions about this fubje¢t. What he did to 
perfect himfelf in Elocution, would appear to 
us incredible, if we had not his teftimony for it 
in many places. Herein, as well as in all other 
_ things, he ought to be the model of young peo- 
ple. To confult able mafters, to read very care- 
fully the Antients and the Moderns, to {pend a 
great deal of time in compofing and tranflating, 
and to ftudy one’s language: fuch were the exer- 
_ cifes which Czcero thought neceffary to become 
__ an able Orator. 

_ g. But what is moft neglected, is a good de- 
livery ; and yet it contributes moft to the fuc- 
 cels of fpeech. This outward eloquence, as Cé= 
| cero calls ir, has fomething in it that is fo fedu- 
| cing, that it frequently raifes an indifferent Ad- 

vocate above the moft excellent. 

| 6 Many Advocates want Literature, which 
| adorns and enriches the mind, and brings into 
_ the compofition a delicacy and gracefulnefs, not 
_ to be acquired any other way. ‘The reading of 
_ the antient Authors, efpecially the Greeks, is 
| toomuch neglected. Cicero had read them very 
| carefully. Orators, Poets, Hiftorians, Philo- 
| fophers, were all known and ufeful to him. 
_ Young Advocates fhould not plead too foon, but 
_ Bet in due time that neceflary ftock of knows 
_ ledge, which they cannot acquire afterwards.

niable principle, that eloquence ought not to be | 
feparated from probity ; that the talent of {peak. | 


ing well, fuppofes and requires that of living | 
honeftly ; and that in order to be an Orator, | 
one ought to be a good Man, according to Ca- | — 
to’s definition: Orator, vir bonus dicendi peritus, | 
Without probity, fays Quintilian, Eloquence, | 
the greateft gift Nature has beftowed upon Man, | — 
would prove a very fatal one, fince the — ufe | 


of it would be to oppofe truth, and opprefs in- 
nocence. It were better for Man, continues 
that Author, to be deftitute of {peech, and even 
of reafon, than to put them to fuch a pernici- 


ous ufe. I fhall obferve by the by, that Quin- | 
tilian’s works fhow him to have been a man of | 


great honefty. 


The leaft attention is fufficient to fhow, how | 
neceffary it is that an Advocate fhould be a man | 
of probity. His defign is to perfuade ; and the | 
beft way of doing it is, that the Judges may | 
have a good opinion of him, and look upon} 
him as a fincere man, a great enemy to lying, | 
and incapable of any fraud and artifice. The | 
reputation of his integrity will give a great | 
weight to his arguments: whereas an Orator | 
cried down, and even fufpe€ted by the Judges, | 
does no {mall prejudice to the caufe he under- | 


takes to defend. 

If the Orator is fuppofed to be a good man, 
*tis plain, fays Mr. Rollin, he cannot take upon 
him the defenfe of a bad caufe. 

Our Author fhows alfo, that an Advocate 
ought to obferve the rules of honour and de- 
cency in all his jefts, and be free from a mean 
jealoufy. He makes in this place the following 
defcrip- 
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defcription cf the Bar in the Parliament of Pa- 
ris. *Tis (fays he) a numerous affembly of 
men endowed with the moft valuable qualities : 
beauty and {trength of genius, a nice wit, a {o- 
lid judgment, a fine tafte, a vaft extent of know- 
ledge, a long experience of atiairs. There, 
combats are daily renewed between famous 
Champions, under the eyes of learned and ju- 
dicious Magiftrates, and in the middle of an 
extraordinary concourfe of fpectators, drawn 
by the importance of the Caufes, and much 
more by the reputation of the Speakers. Elo- 
quence appears there in all her forms, grave 
and ferious in one, gay in another ; fometimes 
unprepared and with a carelefs air, at other 
times with all her ornaments ; {mooth, or ftrong ; 
fublime and majeftic, or fimple and familiar, ac- 
cording to the difference of Caufes. There, 
not one word is loft. No beauty, no impertfe- 
ction efcapes the attentive and intelligent hear- 
ers. And whilft the Judges, with a balance in 
their hands, in the prefence and the name of 
the Supreme Juftice, decide the fate of private 
men; the Public, in a tribunal no lefs inacceffi- 
ble to favour, decides about the merit of the 
Advocates, and gives judgment without ap~ 


peal, 


Mr. Rollin proceeds to the Eloquence of the 
Pulpit. A Preacher (fays he) {peaks in order 
to inftruét ; and therefore he ought to make 
himfelf intelligible not only.to learned and rich 
people, but alfo to the ignorant and door: he 
ought above all things to mind perfpicuity. 
Every thing fhould contribute to it: order, 
thoughts, the expreffion, and pronunciation. 
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Tis an ill tafte of fome Orators, to believe 
that they have a great deal of wit, when they 
cannot be underftood without it. 
not that a difcourfe, which wants an interpre. 
ter, is a very bad one. It were to be wifhed 
that a preacher might pleafe both learned and 


imnorant men ; but if he cannot do it, St. Au- |

Though St. Aufiin recommends above all | 
things clearnefs to the Chriftian Orators, yet | 
he does not condemn the ornaments of the dif- | — 


courfe, and human eloquence. Thofe orna- 


ments ought to be ufed by a Preacher, to make | 
truth more amiable to men, by making it more | 


agreeable. But a fault ought to be avoided. 


A Chriftian Orator is highly to blame, who | 
thinks more of pleafing the hearers than of in- | 
{tructing them, who is more taken up with f- 


words than things, and weakens the force of 
truth by a childifh affectation of bright thoughts. 
Whereupon the Author quotes thefe words of 
St. Jerom : Verba volvere, & celeritate dicendi 
apud imperitum vulgus adinirationem [ui facere, in- 
doftorum bominum eff. (Ep. ad Nepot.) 

A Preacher muft not only inftruét and pleafe 
the hearers, but alfo move them, and work 
their converfion ; which cannot be effected 
Cfays our Author) without the fublime and pa- 
thetic 
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a thetic ftyle. He has inferted here fome paffages 


out of St. Cyprian, St. Auttin, and St. John 


: Chryfoftom, which are worth reading. I won- 


der, the fineft Homilies of this laft Father have 
not been yet tranflated into Englifh. 

Laftly, Mr. Rollin vecceasanvdle to the Chri- 
ftian Orators the ftudy of the Scripture and the 
Fathers. If a man Clays he) read only the Ho- 
milies of St. Chryfoftom, and the Sermons of 
St. Auftin upon the Old and New ‘Teftament, 
with fome {mall 'Traéts of this Father, he would 
fnd in them whatever is neceffary to make an 
excellent Preacher. ‘“* I have heard a Paris- 
“ Curate, /ays be zn another place, who was 
very much approved and followed. His 
“© Proves Cor Homilies) confifted almoft of no- 
“thing elfe but paflages out of Mr. Le Zour- 
veux and Mr. Nicole. And indeed, ’tis no 
“ matter for the people, whoever be ‘the Au- 
“ thor of what they are told, if it be excellent, 
“ and proper for their inftruction ”

The Author concludes this Volume with re- 
flexions upon the Eloquence of the holy Scrip- 
ture. He fhows the eloquence of many paflages 
in the Bible, and gives an rn of the 
Song of Mo/es, according to the rules of Rhe- 
toric.

Amone fo many pieces, I fhall confine my- 
{elf to that, which concerns the death of Ati- 
dius Regulus. Mr. Toland gave a vifit to a Gen- 
tleman, whom he found reading Polybius. That 
Gentleman asked him : Why Polybzus makes no 
mention of the tragical death of Atilins Regu- 
jus, though that Hiftorian gives a large account 
of his defeat and captivity? This queftion re- 
mained then unanf{wered. : 

Some time after, a Note of Palmerius upon 
Appian directed our Author to a fragment of the 
24th Book of Diodorus Siculus, publifhed by Va- 
Jefius, which plainly convinced him that the 
common account of the death of Atilius is a 
mere fable. Diodorus, far from faying that Afi: 
Jius was put to a cruel death at Carthage, fays 
only, that Atilius’s wife a/cribed his death to ue- 
Zeit aud carelefnefs. ‘The Author gives us the 
adit Bi : | follow- 
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following account of Atilius’s end, grounded 
upon the fragment juft now mentioned. “ Af- 
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ter he did, contrary to the inftances of all 
his friends, fo glorioufly return to Carthage, 
the Romans having got into their hands Amil- 
car and Boftar at the Hermean fight, (as ae 
bove faid,) to comfort his wife they commit- 
ted them ( Zonaras is quoted for this) with 
other prifoners of the beft quality to her 
cuftody, to exchange them for her husband, 
or detain them till he was fet at Jiberty. 
In the mean time Ati/ius dies either of fome 
infirmity, according to the courfe of nature, 
or more probably being a high fpirited and 
proud man, he broke his heart for the fud- 
den and unufual difgrace he fell under. But 
let this be as it wilk: I only maintain his 
death was not violent. Atz/ius’s children, 
you may eafily imagine, were cxtremely trou- 
bled at their father’s death in captivity and 
a foreign land. But his wife was in defpair, 
refufing all confolation. She could not bear 
the fight of a Carthaginian, and out of ex- 
cefs of anger and grief, atrributed the death 
of her husband to the negligence of his keep- 
ers, She therefore commanded her fons to 
ufe the captives as ill, which injunétion they 
cruelly executed, as you'll fee in the frags 
ment. And though Avmé/car did frequently 
implore this enraged woman’s compaffion, 
yet relentlefs to all his prayers, and the pro- 
teftations he made of the great care he took 
of her husband, whilft he was his prifoner ; 
fhe continued to torment him, till the matter 
was difcovered to the Senate, who were, for 
this difhonour done to the Roman name, 
highly incenfed againft the mother and chil- 
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dren. But fhe to excufe herfelf, and to a- 
void the imputation of cruelty, among her 
neighbours and acquaintance, told them that 
fable of her husband’s lamentable death, 
which was quickly fpread over the town by 
thofe women efpecially, who came to com- 
fort her ; and who, ’tis likely, made this pre- 
tended tragedy the chief theme of their dif- 
courfe at every goflipping. ‘Thus it obtained 
credit firft among the women and vulgar ; 
then it afforded the fubject of a Tragedy to 
the Stage, where it received all the advan- 
tage of fiction, that is allowable to Poets and 
Politicians ; and at laft out of hatred to the 
Carthaginian name, it was commonly infert- 
ed by Hiftorians in their relations of that Pu- 
nic war, and fo handed down to us”. 


Our Author does very much infift, and with 


reat reafon, upon the filence of Polybius. I 
fhall conclude this Article with the fragment of 
Diodorus, that the Readers may be the better 
able to judge of the whole matter. 
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“¢ But the mother of the young men, bear- 
ing heavily the death of her husband, which 
fhe attributed to negleét and carelefnefs, com- 
manded her fons to ufe the captives as ill as 
they could. Firft then, they were fhut into 
a {mall room, fo narrow, that for want of 
place they were forced to conglobulate their 
bodies, and iye round as beafts are wont to 
do. And then being denied food for five 
days, Boftar out of anguifh of {pirit, and hun- 
ger together, expired. But Amilcar being 
endued with a fingular greatnefs of mind, al- 
though deftitute of all hope, yet kept himfelf 
as up 
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«¢ up as well as he could, and did frequently beg 
<¢ compaffion from the woman with tears, tel- 
<¢ Jing her what great care he had taken of her 
« husband. Yet he was fo far from inclining 
<«‘ her to any fenfe of humanity, that the cruel 
« woman did fhut up Boffar’s carcafe with him 
«“ five days longer, affording him in the mean 
<¢ time food enough to preferve life in him, to 
«“ make him fenfible of his calamity and tor- 
“ment. But Amilcar feeing now all hopes of 
«¢ mercy cut off trom his entreaties, calls Fupi- 
“¢ rer the protector of firangers, and all the pow- 
‘ers that regard human affairs, to witnefs ; 
“ loudly exclaiming, that for the thanks due to 
“ him he was rewarded with moft cruel tor- 
“ ments. Now, whether by the compaffion of 
“ the Gods, or fome good luck that brought 
“ him unexpected affiftance, he died not by 
“ thefe tortures : for when he was in the ut- 
“ moft peril of his life, what by the noifome 
“ ftench of Boftar’s body, and what by the o- 
“ ther ftreights he was under, fome of his fer- 
“ vants coming to know of it, told the thing 
“ to certain foreigners. Thefe, highly moved 
at the indignity of fuch wickednefs, fpeedily 
“ difcovered the whole matter to the Tribune 
*° of the people. And becaufe the faét appeared 
“ extremely barbarous, the Magiftrates fummon- 
“* ed the Atiliz before them, who narrowly efca- 
“° ped capital punifhment, for having infamoufly 
“* branded the Roman name with this mark of 
** cruelty. Moreover, the Magiftrates threat- 
“ ned them feverely, if they did not hereafter 
** take fpecial care of the captives. But they 
“* laying all the blame of the matter upon their 
“* mother, burnt the body of Boftar, and fent his 
“ afhes to his country ; and, delivering Amilcar 
“¢ from 
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“ from his former mifery, they brought him by 
“¢ degrees to his ufual {trength again. 


I fhould give an account of the Author’s Hi- 
ftory of the Druids, which is a very long piece ;

The generality of Expofitors, and in courfe 
the Tranflators (fee Dryden and Yarteron) ima- 


gine Fuvenal to be angry at the age for its in- 


fidelity, which, fay they, had got down even 
to the children ; (naughty little rogues, not to 
believe in Charon, nor in Cerberus!) and that 
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the words, fed tu vera puta, are his ferious ad- 
vice to believe the Manes, &c. When once 
they are upon this wrong fcent, they make no 
fenfe, no connexion of all to Ilic beu miferé 
TRADUCIMUR, Which they interpret thus: 4- 
jas! bowever we disbelieve it, poor we are fer- 
ried over Styx, to appear before the infernal 
udges. 

This expofition is very grave, but perfeétly 
wrong. ‘They do not fee Fuvenal’s dritt, do 
not underftand his puta, his TRADUCIMUR. 
The firft of thefe words is here supposr, (not 
believe, but suppose) as Lerence fays, didtum 
puta, and many other Authors. The fecond is 
pot, we are ferried over ; but traduced, di/gra- 
ced; as ‘Fuvenal himfelf fays of a degenerate 
Nobleman, -/guallentes traducit avos, Sat. VIII. 
Traducimur ex bona in malam famam. If we 
may not be allowed to read ¢//c, I would inter- 
pret z//uc by ad illos manes, as binc (juft above) 
is a2 nobis vivis : But, I believe, fome Copitft 
made it z//uc, to fit his wrong notion of the 
word traducimur. 

Now let us fee the fenfe of the whole paf- 
fage. “fuvenal having expofed three feveral cha- 
racters, viz. grave Hypocrites, effeminate Gran-

As to their virtue, he pretends that it fur- 
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ceeding from too great an agitation of the 

lood. He adds, that if we coniult experience, 
they ought to be looked upon as a great help 
againft the weaknels of the ftomach, the ob. 
f{truétions of the vifcera, the mucilagre or gr 
vel in the kidneys, inveterate fevers, “and other 
ftubborn difeafes ; that befides, they are proper 
for al! ages, for Septuagenaries, and even fo 
children of three months, whether they drink 
them, or bathe in them. However, they are 
not good for thofe, whom too many remedie,, 


or long difeafes, have extenuated, but fo con- 
trary to them, that they would rahier occafion 


their death, than their cure. Dr. Fanton, 2f- 
ter many important remarks, which cannot be 
inferted here, — to the manner of ufing 
thofe Waters, which fometimes confifts, when 
they are drunk, in mixing in the firft elafs els 
ther common falt, or Mechoacan, Fala, folu- 
Pe e Tartar, G/auber’s or Epfom- falt, according 
the exigency of the cafe. As tor this ht 
fat the Author rightly obferves that people ar 
often deceived about it, and that it is counters 
feited by many Chymifts. 
~ Our Author mentions many remarkable it- 
itances of cures performed by the ufe of thor 
Waters : they may be feen in the Book. The 
Waters of Valder are not only good, when 
drunk, but alfo for thofe who bathe in them ; 
and therefore Dr. Fanton makes feveral obferv: 
tions upon thole two ufes, and carefully pre 
feribes the rules, which ought to be followed. 


In the next place, he peaks of Stoves, and 
enquires whether it be proper to have recour!e 
to that remedy after the Waters, as *tis practi- 


ced by many fick perions ? He makes the fam me 
enquis 
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> enquiry with refpect to Pumping. Afterwards 


he proceeds to fome particular experiments con- 
cerning the immerfion of certain bodies into the 
Waters of Valder. 


Twe FIRST EXPERIMENT. Live toads ims 
merfed into thofe waters, are almoft immediate- 
ly difmembred, and in fuch a manner, that one 
may fee their flefh come off from their bones : 
which does not happen in common water, 
though the fame degree of, heat be communi- 
cated to It. 


THE SECOND EXPERIMENT. Stones taken out 
of the bladder, being put into the water of Va/- 
der, diffolve by degrees ; and yet the drinking 
of that water does not at all eafe thofe that are 
troubled with the gravel. Nay, Dr. Fanton pre- 
tends that it is very prejudicial to them ; where- 
in he diffents from fome perfons, who, as he 
fays, affirm that thofe who void rugged ftones 
before they drink the water of Valder, void very 
{mooth ones, when they drink it. However it 
be, Dr. Fanton would have fome of that water 
to be fyringed into the bladder of people trou- 
bled with the gravel: he thinks that by this 
means they might be confiderably eafed ; but he 
dares not affirm it, becaufe the mixture of the 
urine would hinder that water from being pure 
in the bladder. 


There are in the Waters of Valder foft, fpun- 
gy and {moaking bodies, which ftick to every 
thing they meet, and may be looked upon as a 
fort of fpunges. ‘They are carried hot to fick 
people, and applied to different parts of the bo- 
dy, as the cafe requires. Thofe forts of fpunges 
H 4. are 
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are very diflulving : a Man of Note received a 
violent blow upon his foot by the breaking out 
of a bomb: he was fick for the {pace of feven 
months, without being able to find any relief, 
whatever remedy he ufed. At laft, being worfe 
than ever, he got himfelf carried to the Waters 
of Valder : fome of thofe fpunges were imme- 
diately applied upon his foot ; and he did per- 
feétly recover in few days. 

This is the fubftance of the firft Differtation. 
The fecond concerns the other Waters of Val- 
der ; tor there is more than one fort. The Au- 
thor begins with thofe that are called vitrio- 
lous : they are not quite fo hot as the former ; 
and though they are faid to be vitriolous, yet 
Dr. Fanton obferves that he never could difeo- 
ver any appearance of vitriol in them. When 
they are drunk, they gently evacuate the urine, 
and are very good tor melancholic people, for 
thofe whofe blood is too acrimonious, for thofe 
who are troubled with the Strangury, &c. 


The Author proceeds to St. Lucy’s Waters. 
They are hot, and Dr. Fanton compares their 
heat to that in the body of a young pullet. He 
mentions the virtue of thofe Waters, and then 
comes to the cold Waters of Valder, fome of 
which are falubrious, and others unwholfome. 
The latter occafion the Hernia gutturis ; but 
rhe hot waters, which run from the fame rock, 
afford a remedy for it. We omit many other 
remarks, for brevity-fake, 
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ARTICLE XXII. 


OBSERVATIONS, to make Sermons more 


ufeful. By Abbé St. PIERRE, 


SHALL not tranflate this Piece, which has 
] been communicated to the Authors of the 
Memoirs of Zrevoux : it will be fufficient to give 
a yery fhort account of that Difcourfe. 


Ir is agreed on all hands, fays the Author, 
that Men deferve our efteem, and are accepta- 
ble to God, according as they are juft and be- 
neficent. No body denies that the obfervation 
of juftice, and the practice of beneficence, are 
abfolutely neceffary to increafe the happinefs of 
the Society in this life, and to obtain falvation 
in another world. 

The moft juft Man is he, who diicharges beft 
his duties towards his neighbours, and confe- 
quently fpends his life in innocence, without 
wronging or difobliging any body, obferving in 
his words and actions the firft Law of natural 
equity, dictated by the Supreme Reafon, and 
even by our own Intereft: Never do againft ano- 
ther Man, what you would not have bim do againft 
yot. 

A beneficent Man is juft and very juft : he 
gives every body his due ; and not contented 
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with juftice, he gives more than he owes, more 
than he receives. ‘The moft beneficent Man is 
he, whofe benefits are the greateft, and the moft 
lafting, and extend to a greater number of 
people. 

Works of juftice, works of beneficence, 4)- 
fine a malo, fac bounm: this is what all nations 


tru 


call good Works. All Religions teach that we 


fhall be either punifhed, or rewarded, according 
to our Works. All of them ack cnowledge that 
the practice of good Works is the moft accep- 
table worfhip we can pay to God, fince he is 
infinitely juft and beneficent, and we cannot ho- 
nour him better, than by endeavouring to be 
like bim, as much as it lies in our power. 

As for what concerns the Society, every body 

lainly fees, that the more it shorts jut and 
beneficent mafters and fervants, juft and benefi- 
cent fathers and children, juft and beneficent 
husbands and wives, brothers, fifters, and neigh- 
bours, juft and beneficent magiftrates, juft and 
beneficent Great Men, juft and beneficent Kings 
and fubjects, the fewer evils there are, and the 
greater happinefs in fuch a fociety. 

It is alfo certain that thofe difcourfes, which 
inftruct us in our duties to our ne ayer are 
very proper to make us perform the duties of 
juftice and beneficenee ; fo that if Preaching 
was not eftablifhed amongit us, Bood policy 
would require the introduction of it. Thele 
confiderations moved Abbe Sr. ay to publifh 
the following obfervations , in order to make 
Sermons more frequent, more inftructive, more 
moving, and confequently more ufeful. 


A conftant attendance upon’ Sermons, which 


teach us our duties, is of all religious practices 
k the 
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rhe moft proper to make us imitate the Juftice 
and Beneficence of God ; and therefore a con- 
fant hearing of Sermons ought to be looked 
upon as the moft important practice of Reli- 


ion. 
From thence Abbe St. Pzerre would be apt 


to infer, that a conftant attendance upon Ser- 
mons is not perhaps lufficiently recommended 
by the Roman-Catholic Paitors. Nay, he would 
have the reading of a Sermon every Sunday, to 
be prefcribed to thofe, who cannot go to 
Church. 

Many people think, purfues our Author, that 
we are fufficiently inftructed in all our duties ; 
but our faulty conduét, and all our injuftices, 
evidently fhow either that we are not fuffici- 
ently inftru@ed by our Preachers ; or that they 
neglect to reprefent to us the great motives to 
virtue ; or that we don’t attend upon their good 
Sermons fo often as we fhould do. The Au- 
thor has omitted the beft reafon, which is this : 
Men know their duty well enough ; but they 
will not do it. He adds, that Sermons fhould 
be adapted to the different ages and capacities of 
men. He fays, that Difcourfes without hifto- 
rical facts are above the reach of young people, 
and not heard fo attentively by others: and 
therefore he would have in a moral Sermon 
fome hiftorical paffages, fetting forth the vir- 
tuous actions of holy Men, efpecially their acts 
of juftice and beneficence. I have had the fame 
thought long ago: I very much approve hifto- 


rical facts in a Sermon ; but they muft be well 
chofen. 


What follows, will appear extraordinary. 
Abbe St. Pierre would have bad or indifferent 
Sermons 
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Sermons to be forbidden, whilft there are good 
ones in print. An Academy (fays he) fhould 
be appointed to examine and approve new Ser- 
mons, and to contract thofe that are too long. 
He believes that fuch an Academy would be of 
great ufe to increafe the number of juft and be- 
neficent actions. "There fhould be (continues 
the Author) a lift of good Sermons for the 
whole year, and fo cheap that every Curate might 
buy them. 

The defign of a Preacher, or Writer of Ser- 
mons, fhould be to leffen the number of unjuft 
actions, and to increafe that of beneficent ones, 
He muft therefore know all the injuftices that 
Men generally commit ; which requires a great 
knowledge ot the civil Life. The great pro- 
grefs of the hearers confifts in leffening the num- 
ber of the wounds which they give with their 
tongues, with difdainful ways, and fharp and 
imperious words. He who offends no body with 
his tongue, either in his prefence, or in his ab- 
fence, may be faid to be a juft man. Tis an 
eternal truth which Reafon and experience 
teaches us. A Preacher can never too much 
enlarge upon thofe daily offenfes, which con- 
cern all his hearers, fome being fufferers, and 
fome making others fuffer. 

Sermons muft not laft above three quarters of 
an hour; and in each of them the Preacher 
muft only take notice of fome few injuftices. In 
one Sermon, he muft explain the feveral inju- 
ftices occafioned by avarice ; in another, thofe 
that proceed from intemperance, vanity, jea- 
loufy, ambition, or detraction, &c. 

The Author obferves, that Churches are not 
built conveniently for preaching. Our Ance- 
ftors {ays he) minded public prayers and cere- 
monies 
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monies more than Sermons. He hopes that in 
time Churches will be better difpofed for preach- 
ing (as they are now at England.) 'The latt 
obfervation I fhall take ‘notice of, is this. He 
believes that the moft ufeful Sermons are not 
thofe, which treat of Theological or controver- 


fial points. 


The Difcourfe of Abbe St. Pierre is attended 
with a fecond Part, confifting of objections and 
an{wers. I fhall only infert here one paflage out 
of it. 


OxyectTron. You make Chriftian and hu« 
man Morality too like one another. ‘That re- 
femblance difcredits Religion, becaufe it feems 
to have been appointed only to aé in concert 
with Reafon for the greater happinefs of Men. 


Answer. To fhow how much the pre- 
cepts of Religion are agreeable to Reafon, and 
to the beft policy, is not debafing Religion ; 
becaufe Reafon proceeds from God himfelf, as 
he is a Creator, and the Author of Nature: and 
don’t we fay that he is the Supreme Reafon ? 
"Tis true, that the wifdom proceeding from Re- 
ligion, that is, from God, as he is a Redeemer, 
and the Author of the grace of Redemption, 
has pertected and purified natural Reafon : but 
is there any harm in fhowing, that thofe two 
forts of wifdom tend to the fame end, which 
is the greater happinefs of Men, in this life, 
and in that which is to come ? And can the 
great goodnefs of God to Men be better de- 
monftrated, than by fhowing that conformity 
between Religion and Reafon, between ordinary 
and extraordinary Providence ? 
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Abbé St. Pierre ought to be commended for 
publifhing a Difcourfe, to make Sermons more 
ufeful in France, than they have been hitherto : 
his great fenfe and virtue have prompted him 
to afirm, that Preachers fhould principally in- 
fift upon the duties of Juftice and Beneficence ; 
which appears tome undeniable. When I con- 
fider how eafy it is to preach upon Myfteries, 
and controverted doétrines, and how difficult it 
is to treat well moral fubjeéts ; I don’t wonder 
that excellent moral Sermons are fo fcarce be- 
yond Sea. People don’t want Faith, but ho- 
nefty. A Chriftian Orator, truly fenfible of the 
dignity and ufetulnefs of his Office, fhould con- 
tinually aim at making his hearers, of all ages 
and conditions, perform the duties of Society. 
Let him, above all things, preach againit 
Selfifhnefs, that immoderate and extravagant 
love of onefelf, which hinders fo many Men 
from doing one generous a¢tion in the whole 
courfe of their lives. And then we may hope 
there will be more virtue in the world, and con- 
fequently more happinefs ; for, the unhappinefs 
of Men does generally proceed from their fellow 
creatures. 

As tor the qualifications requifite to make 
good moral Sermons, Til take the liberty to 
give my opinion about them. It feems to me, 
that the Preacher ought to be a very thinking 
Man, and have a great knowledge of human 
nature. Ladd, that he fhould carefully read, 
befides the Bible, and new moral Books, the 
antient Moralifts, -fuch as Crcero, Seneca, Plue 
tarch, Marcus Aurelius Antoninus, &c. and the 
Writings of fome Fathers, efpecially the excel- 
lent St. Chryfoftom ; without negleCting many 
hifto> 
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hiftorical paflages, which, if duly brought in, 
would fometimes do more good than the beft 
arguments. The Chriftian World knows that 
our Englifh Preachers have made themfelves fa- 
mous by their moral Sermons.

x. LAURENCE has publifhed feveral Traéts 
M about that part of Husbandry, which 
concerns Fruit-Gardens ; and being very much 
encouraged by the kind reception of thofe Books, 
he thought fit to collect materials, in order to 
enlarge the knowledge of Agriculture in all its 
parts. He fays, that he had then the honour of 
being the firft and almoft the only writer in this 
Century, who revived the fpirit of Gardening, 
and pretended to give a rational and intelligible 
account of the laws of nature, for the better 
and more regular government of fruit-trees, hi- 
therto but imperfectly underftood, and there- 
fore very darkly explained. Since that time, 
many Books have been written upon the fame 
fubject, fome of which have afforded diverting 
and ingenious difcoveries. 

The Author having commended Gardening, 
makes the following reflexion. ‘%* It muft be 
** owned indeed, that the Town has its plea- 
“* fures as well as the Country ; and if Virtue 
“* were the rule and guide of Mens aétions, as 
‘© Man was made for Society, the delights of 
** company and converfation ought to be pre-

Our Author adds, 
that the antient Moralifts and Philofophers are 
{) full of this wav of reafoning, that as foon as 
aman reads their works, he finds beautitul des 
{criptions of the pleafures of Agriculture, and 
frequent examples of perfons of great merit, 
who fled from the tumultuous hurry of Cities, 
that they might recreate themfelyes with rural 
exercifes. 

Mr. Laurence exhorts Country-Gentlemen to 
employ fome of their thoughts on Agricutrures 
as a more becoming exercile and relaxation than 
hunting or cards. He tells us, that the cefign 
of this Work is to diffufe, improve and lay open 
all fuch important fecrets, as are fit for countrys 
men and peafants to know ; to inculcate even 
to the common people all the moft rational mes 
thods of imoroving Land, and managing farms 
to the beft advantage, and to add al] the late 
and ufeful difcoveries of the Learned, that res 
late as well to Agriculture as Gardeninz ; that

I fhall infert here, for a fpecimen, what the 
Author fays about the Chefnut-tree. After hi. 
ving defined that tree, Mr. Laurence goes on 
thus. ‘* Pliny reckons many kinds cf Chefnut 
© about Zarentum and Naples ; but we com: 


“© mend thofe of Portugal and Bayonne, chu 


<< fing the largeft brown and moft ponderous fot 
“ fruit ; but the leffer ones to raife for timber. 
*° They are produced beft by fowing ; previous 
*° to which, let the nuts be firft fpread to {weat;

“* paft, plunge them in water, rejeét the {win-

& mers ; being dry, for thirty days more fand § 


“¢ them again, and water them as before. Be: 
“¢ ing thus treated till the beginning of Spring, 
** or in November, fet them like beans, and a 
* fome do, drenched for a night or more il 
6° new milk. 

** ‘They are to be put into the holes with 
“* the point upmoft ; one in a hole will do, if 
*° tried as betore ; nor will any of them fail, 
“unlefs by fome accident. But being come 
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up, they thrive beft unremoved, making a 
reat ftand for at leaft two years, upon every 
tranfplanting : yet if needs you muft alter 
their ftation, do it about November, and 
that into a light ground, or moift gravel ; 
tho’ they will grow in clay, fand, and all 
mixed foils, upon expofed and bleak places, 
and the pendent declivities of hills to the 
North, in dry airy places ; and fometimes 
they thrive near marfhes and waters. But 
they affect no compoft, fave what their own 
Leaves afford them ; and are more patient 
of cold than heat. As for the fowing in the 
Nurfery, treat them as you do the Wal- 
nut. 
“ If they are fet in Autumn or Winter, it 
is beft to inter them within their husks ; 
which being every way armed, are a prote- 
ction againft mice, and other vermin, which 
would deftroy them.. Some fow them confu- 
fedly in the furrow, like the Acorn, and go- 
vern them as the Oak: But then fhould the 
ground be broken up between November and 
February ; and when they fpring, be clean- 
fed at two foot afunder, after two years 
growth. Likewife Coppices of Chefnuts may 
be wonderfully increafed and thickened, by 
Laying the tender and young branches : but 
fuch as {pring from the Nuts are beft, and 
will thrive exceedingly, if Cbeing let ftand 
without removing) the Ground be ftirred, 
and loofned about their roots, for two or 
three of the firft years, and the fuperfluous 
wood pruned away. And indeed for good 
trees, they fhould be ftripped up after the firft 
year's removal : They alfo fhoot into very 
good Poles, from a telled ftem. Thus will 
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“© vou have a Coppice ready for felling, within J 
“ eight years, which (befides many other ules) : 
“will yield incomparable Poles for any work of 


“ the Garden, Vineyard, €¢c. till the next cut. 
“ ting : And, if the trees like the ground, vil 
“ in ten or twelve years grow to a kind of tim. 
“ ber, and bear plentiful truit. 

“© Chefnuts have been tranfplanted as big x

“ The Chefnut was firft brought from Cu 
*° flantinople to Vienna, thence into Italy, whence 


** it was propagated in France, and thence among 
66 jc 
US. 
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us. It is (next the Oak) one of the moft 
fought after by the Carpenter and Joyner ; 
and it formerly built a good part of our anti- 
ent Houfes in Loudou. This tree affords the 
beft Stakes and Poles for Palifadoes, Peda- 
ments for Vine-props, and Hoops ; alfo tor 
Mill-timber and Water-works, or when it 
may lie buried ; but if water touch the roots 
of the growing trees, it {poils both fruit and 
timber. ‘The timber does well for Columns, 
Tables, Chefts, Chairs, Stools, Bedfteads, for 
Tubs and Wine-casks, which it preferves with 
the leaft tin€ture of the wood of any whatfo- 
ever. If it be dipped in {calding oil, and 
well pitcht, it becomes exceeding durable : 
but otherwife, contrary to the Oak, it will 
make (like many other things in the world) 
a fair fhew outwardly, when it is all rotten 
within. 

“ As to the Fruit of this tree, *tis beft to 
beat it from the trees, fome little time before 
they are ready to fall of themfelves: Thus 
they will keep the better ; or elfe you mutft 
{moke-dry them. They are commended high- 
ly for food ; and the beft tables in France and 
Italy make them a Service, eating them with 
falt in wine, or juice of lemon and fugar ; 
being firft roafted in embers. They are here 
ufed in ftewed meats, &c. by our French 
Cooks ; and they are beft preferved in earthen 
veflels, in a cold place. Some lay them ina 
{moke-loft ; others in dry barley-ftraw, fand, 
&c. The way of eating them in London, is 
by boiling them till fomewhat foft ; which 
will make the fhells come off eafily, and then 
we eat them either hot or cold. If thus pre- 
pared they were eaten with butter, vinegar 
I 4 © and 
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* and pepper, as we eat Potatoes ; there is no 
“* doubt but that they would be an acceptable 
© difh. 

“6 ‘The Leaves of the Chefnut-tree make very 
«© wholefome mattrefles to lye on ; and they are 
* good Litter tor cattle. The Coals of this 
* tree are excellent for the Smith ; being foon 
°° kindled, and as foon extinguifhed : but the 
“< Ajhes will ftain Linnen, if a Lee be made of 
°C them, and it is wafhed therein. The Flower 
6° of Chefnuts is an approved remedy againft 
“ Spitting of Blood, and the Cough ; being 
*¢ made into an Electuary with Honey ”. 


Mr. Laurence’ does very much recommend 
the ufe of herbs and fallads, and wifhes that 
food was more common than it is. He obferves 
that when God appointed herbs and fruit for the 
food of Man, he faid nothing of flefh for about 
one thoufand fix hundred years till after the De- 
luge. Many antient Fathers were tempted to 
believe, that the permiffion of eating flefh was 
granted to Noah and his fons, as the Repudia- 
tion of wives to the Jews, for the bardue/s of 
their bearts. The Author quotes againft the 
eating of flefhthe 108 Letter of Sexeca, in which 
it is faid, among other things, that °° abftinence 


© from flefh deprives Men of nothing, but 


“© what Lions, Vultures, Beafts and birds of 
“ prey, fatiate and gorge themfelves with”. 
Our Author adds, that ** Reafon fhould teach 
** us to have fome regard to the cruel butche- 
*° ries of many harmlefs creatures, too often 
** put to rack and mercilefs torments, to gra 
** tify the wanton palates of extravagant Epi- 
** cures”, He quotes alfo the learned Bots 
nilt, Mr, Ray, who fays; ** The ufe of ~ 
* an 
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BF ic and plants is in every part of life of fuch 
&z importance, that we cannot be faid without 
) & them to fubfift either plentifully or hand- 


« {omely, or indeed to live at all, as we ought 
“to live. Whatfoever food is neceffary for 
« jife, whatfoever contributes to our delight, 
“ js brought out of that plentiful ftore. And 
“ then how much more innocent, elegant and 
“© healthful, is a table covered with thefe, than 
« with the butchery and flaughter of animals ? 
“ Doubtlefs Man by his nature is not a carni- 
‘¢ worous creature, nor is he furnifhed with wea- 
“ pons for rapine and prey, with pointed teeth 
“ and crooked claws ; but with bands to gather 
“ fruits, and teeth to chew them. Neither do 
“we read that flefh for food was permitted 
“ him at all before the Flood, &c.” I think 
jt will not be improper to obferve in this place, 
that Dr. ‘fobu Clarke, in his Difcourfe upon the 
origin of natural Evil, has undertaken to an- 
fwer the objection againft our killing of beafts 
to eat their flefh ; and that he does not pretend 
to have fully refolved the difficulty, being con- 
tented to fay, that he has very much leffened its 
weight. Reafon is extremely fevere. 


There is in this Book an account of the S#/- 
phium of the Antients, with a learned Letter of 
Dr. Bentley upon that fubjeét, written to 
Mr. Laurence. ‘That account is very curious ; 
but if I fhould enlarge upon it, this Article 


would be much longer than my Readers expect 
it fhould be.

uu Dictionaries are ufeful Books, efpeci- 
A ally the Mathematical, when they are 
written with great clearnefs. I fay, when they 
are written with great clearnefs ; for, perfpi- 
cuity is not always the talent of Mathematici- 
ans : which is the reafon why many perfons of 
no {mall genius have been difcouraged from the 
ftudy of Mathematics. 

I beg leave upon this occafion to mention two 
mathematical Books, which I read, and ur- 
derftood very eafily, without the help of any 
body, becaufe they are written with great clear- 
nels. I mean Sturimius’s Mathefis enucleata, and 
La 
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La Hire’s French Treatife of the Conic Seéi- 
ons. One would think that when a Man is ma- 
fter of his fubject, when he has a diftinét no- 
tion of every part of it, he might make himfelf 
very intelligible to thofe whom he defigns to 
inftruét. A dark Book has always been, and 
will always be a reflexion upon the Author. I 
confefs that every body is not qualified for Ma- 
thematics. I have heard of fome perfons,who could 
never underftand the firft Propofition in Ezc/id, 
though they had a Mafter ; and the famous 
Mr. Bayle told ingenuoufly a friend of mine, 
that he could never learn Arithmetical Fraéti- 
ons. But what I have faid, does not concern 
fuch perfons, who would never make any pro- 
grefs in Mathematics, though the cleareft Books 
were put into their hands. 

Ihave read feveral parts of this Di¢tionary, 
compofed by an able Hana ; and they appear to 
me to be clearly expreffed. The Public is fo 
fenfible of the great ufe of a good mathematical 
Dictionary, that it were needlefs for me to fay 
any thing about it. I fhall only obferve, that 
this Work of Mr. Stove feems to me the more 
valuable, becaufe it is confined within due 
bounds, being neither too fhort, nor too long. 
Here follows a {pecimen of it. 


LonciTuDE, in Navigation, is alfo the Di- 
{tance of a Ship or Place, Eaft or Weft from 
another, (counted in proper Degrees ;) but if 
in Leagues or Miles, or Degrees of the Meri- 
dian, and not in thofe proper to the Parallel of 
Latitude, it is commonly called Departure.

‘Though, by the by, if Ships were fent 
with good Inftruments, and Men that know 
how to ufe them, to do this at all the Capes 
and Head-Lands of the World, it would be a 
thing of the greateft ufe ; a by fettling the 
Longitude of all thofe Places, would cut all 
long Voyages into many fhort ones, and afford 
means of continually rectifying the dead reckon- 
ing at Sea. But to return. 

2. Others being fully fatisfied of the Impra- 
Eticablenefs of the Method of Eclipfes for find- 
ing the Longitude at Sea, have aie of do- 
ing it by a Clock, or Watch : Which indeed, if 
it could be made to go right all the time of 2 
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long Voyage, would give th e L ongitude at an 
time, when the true Hour of the Da iv or Night 
could be had under any Meridian, or in any 
Place of the Earth. For, the Clock going true 
for the Meridian it was firft fet at, wil! thew the 
true Hour of the Day or Night under any Me- 
ridian, or in any Place of the Earth. For, the 
Clock going true for the Meridian it was Frit 
et at, will fhew the true Hour exadily i 
Place ; and then the true Hour being tound by 
the Sun or Stars in the Place where the Ship 
is, the Difference between that and the C lock’s 
Hour will be the Ditference of the Me -ridjan in 
Time, or Longitude in Degrees.

The validity of the Englifh Ordinations is 
doubtful, and confequently nuil. In order to 
fhow that one may doubt of the validity of thofe 
Ordinations, the Author argues in the follow- 
ing manner. There are (fays he) in the Church

many different opinions about what conftitutes 
the eflence of the matter and form of Ordina- 
tion ; infomuch that no body knows exaétly 
wherein that effence confifts, and no one can 
be fure of being truly ordained, but when all 
the ceremonies of the Roman Pontifical are 
faithfully obferved. But the Ritual of Ed- 
ward WI. has only preferved the impofition of 
hands, and the invocation of the Holy Spirit : 
and therefore the Englifh, ordained according 
to that Ritual, are not ordained in fuch a man- 
ner, as leaves no doubt about the validity of 
their Ordinations. 

Father Le Courayer maintains on the contrary, 
with a great many learned Divines, that it is 
certain that the effence of Ordination confifts 
only in the impofition of hands, and the invo- 
cation of the Holy Spirit. 1. Becaufe thofe two - 
things only are exprefly mentioned in the Scrip- 
ture: 2. becaufe the Greek Church, whofe Or- 
dinations are accounted valid by the Church of 
Rome, practices nothing elfe in the ceremony 
of Ordination : 3. becaufe according to many 
antient manufcript Rituals, *tis plain the Latin 
Church obferved only the impofition of hands, 
and the invocation of the Holy Spirit. The 
Benedictin does not deny thofe three Articles ; 
and yet he denies that the effence of Ordina- 
tion confifts only in the impofition of hands, and 
the invocation of the Holy Spirit. 

The Church (fays he) has the power of de- 
termining the matter and form of Ordination. 
That determination of the Church is all, that is 
effentially requifite for the validity of Ordina- 
tion. The Church (continues the Author) ha- 
ving the power of prefcribing the Rite of Ordi- 
2 nation, 
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nation, might change that rite, or add fome. 
thing to it, when fhe thought it proper. That 
change, that addition, are no lefs effential to 
Ordination, than what fhe had determined at 
firft ; becaufe they are ena¢ted by the fame au- 
thority. So that the Church may vary about the 
very effence of the Sacraments ; and confe- 
quently, if a Bifhop was now ordained in the 
Latin Church, as St. Auftin or St. Ambrofe was 
formerly, he would not be a Bifhop. As for the 
Greeks, if the Church of Rome admits the va- 
lidity of their Ordinations, tis becaufe the is 
willing, fays the Author, to difpenfe them tacitly 
from all the other ceremonies of the Roman 
Pontifical ; which fhe has not done hitherto, as 
to the Church of England. And confequently, 
if fhe would grant the fame favour to the Eng- 
lifh, their Ordinations might be valid. *Tis plain, 
the Author admits the fentiment of Father Le 
Courayer , concerning the wvartability of the 
Church, as to the matter and form of the Sa- 
craments being looked upon as mere points of 
Ecclefiaftical Difcipline.
